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EXERCISE FOR GIRLS. 


THE APPLICATION OF CALISTHENICS 


COMMENTED UPON. 


Pbjnieiaiu ana Members of the Board oi 


Education of Philadelphia Express a 
verslty of Opinion—All Agree, 
That Some Exercise I* Necessary. 
A number of prominent men, who are 


In a position to know, expressed their 
ideas in regard to the effect produced by 
the use of calisthenics. The subject, 
•which was discussed by the Homoeopathic 
Medical society, is thoroughly familial 
to them, and their opinions Taried to a 
considerable degree. The men who gave 
their ideas so freely included several 
members of the board of education and 
Drs. Korndoerfer, Mohr, Van Baun and 
Betfa. 


Superintendent MacAlister said: "Ju- 


dicioud exercise is essential to every body. 
The lady who teaches calisthenics in the 
Girls' Normal school understands hei 
business. There may be some pupils to 
•whom the use of these exercises is in- 
jurious, and in that case the fault lies 
with the parents. Calisthenics as prac- 
ticed at the Normal school aronot vio- 
lent, and are not injurious as far as 1 
kno^r." 


THE DOCTORS AEE GRANNIES. 


A. S. Jenks, of the Normal school 


committee: "The doctors \vho made such 
a statement are old grannies. After a 
child has been sitting in a school room 
for five hours a little exercise is needed. 
Calisthenics have been practiced in tho 
Normal school for fifteen years that I 
know of, and I never heard of a single 
cese of sickness or bad health resulting. 
The weights used are light ones, and 
M ould not harrn an infant. They are a 
great benefit and shotid be used more 
e rtensively than they are. The chest is 
ctpanded and tho rmiscles given full 
play. I'll wager that none of the physi- 
cians ever saw the pupils at exercise." 


Dr. Mohr: "Ihavobeenmisunderstood 


on this question. I never intended to say 
tKat calisthenics were generally inju- 
rious. With some scholars they are, but 
•with the majority the pupil's health is 
benefited. They are not nearly so hurt- 
ful as the long sessions which a scholar 
is obliged to sit out and not get their 
regular midday meal." 


Dr. Korndoerfer: "I do not wish it to 


be understood that I am finding fault 
•with the board of education. I am not, 
I only desire to point out an errcr and 
sho-w how it can be remedied. The pres- 
ent system of calisthenics is a bad one. 
They should use Lewis' system. At pres- 
ent the exercise is entirely too violent. 
Th« arms are thrown out and upwards 
witii great force. Why, it's enough to 
tear the child's chest to pieces. Then, 
again, the children are told to bend their 
bodies backward. They do so, and, as a 
result, the child comes home and com- 
plains of a sore back. I advocate tho 
use of light weights, slow movements, 
increasing in motion only as the muscles 
and joints bscome accustomed to the 
japid movement. Tho practice should 
be repeated daily, and not left for a week 
at a time, as it is now." 


TJJE METHOD NOT PEOPEELY APPLIED. 
Dr Van Baun: "I indorse calisthenics 


whan they are properly applied to the 
Individual pupil. I consider the method 
at the Girls' Normal school open to criti- 
cism. The suits cause the removal of 
the ordinary skirts and aw much shorter 
and of lighter material. The selection 
and length of time devoted to the exer- 
cise is often injudicious, frequently caus- 
ing fatigue, I know that Class C/No. 3^ 
ia exercised every other Friday for two 
consecutive hours, while a number of B 
classes had an hour daily for two -weeks. 
An ordinary pupil cannot stand such 
•woik as this," 


Dr. Betts: "I consider the require- 


ments of tho GUIs' Normal school, to- 
gether -with the long houis, as too groat 
a strain on the health of many of the 
pupils. I have frequently noticed that 
girls began their work in the fall with 
ruddy faces and all the evidences of 
good health, and by the following June 
they looked wan and tired and com- 
plained of poor health." 


Simon Gratz: "The doctors who object 


to calisthenics in the Normal school don't 
know -what they are talking about. Tho 
weights are of light wood and the motion 
fa not violent or jerky. The (Tresses are 
0? heavy woolen material and are much 
warmer than their ordinary street dresses. 
I have never known of a girl complain- 
ing since tho method has been in use. 
We use Dio Lewis' system and that proves 
that ihe physicians don't know what they 
we talking about. The scholars Eke it 
and the School of Practice scholars, little 
6-year-old tots, are especially delighted," 


A girl in Class B: "It's absurd to say 


that the exercises aro too violent. The | 
force of the movement fa not sufficient to 
injure a baby. As to thescholars looking 
'wan and tired,' that is rather due to tho 
overcrowded condition of the classes and 
the lack of proper ventilation, which we 
often experience. The exercises do not 
continue for two hours on any occasion, 
and our teacher is very considerate of our 
comfort."—Philadelphia Times.

Coal, the Dominant Factor in Modern 
listory," said: "Few persons have real- 
ized the magnitude and dignity of the 
work coal is doing in the world, and 
'ewer still have thought that it is really 
he sunshine of bygono ages, and that it 
las once composed tho tissues of various 
strange plants, some of which are among 
he most graceful and beautiful of veg- 
etable forms. Buried in the earth or 
covered with water, Tegetablo fiber de- 
cays or oxidizes slowly, forming, in suc- 
cessive stages of decomposition, peat, 
ignite, coal, anthracite, graphite, the 
lydio-carhon gases and petroleum. By 
regulating and controlling tho further 
rcidaticn of thesa v* o aro able to utilize 
ho resulting force as ligLt or heat or 
motive power. 


"To help you to realize tho potency of 


his wonderful substance, coal, let me 
ecall to your memories the measure- 
ments of the power evolved in its com- 
iiistion. It is estimated that with the 
average engines now in use, about 1,500,- 
00 foot pounds aro practically evolved 
rom tho combustion of a pound of coal, 
nd are available in tho performance of 
any work done. Now, this ia about the 
lower exerted in a day's labor of an 
verage raan. Henco a ton of coal is 
apablo oi yielding an amount of force 
quivalent to that of sis and two-thirds 
men, or of sis men and a well grown boy, 
hroughout tho year. Or, tho annual 
reduction of coal m this country nnd 
" reat Britain is equivalent to a thousand 
million men working for a year."

Last April Colouel Lyman Bridges of 


hia city was appointed a divisional civil 
jngifaeer d the United States Geological 
Purvey Department, of which Majjr Pow- 


>ll ia the head. 
Colonel Bridges was at 


Srst offered Montana, but peremtorily ra- 
toaed. 
By the request of Senators Stow- 


itt and Jones he was given oharga of tbs 
Lahonton division, which consists o! the 
great basiu lying east of the crest of the 
Sierras in California and all'the SUte of 
Nevada. This includes all the te'ritory 
from Oregon nod Idaho to the Gulf of Cal- 
ifornia. Col. Bridges this morning gave 
fo'l account of hl3 work to a representative 
of the Post, and some most ictereatmg 
facts were ascertained. 


COMPASIb.3 iT Vi'OEK. 


Tnere are two ihoionghly orgicizad par- 


ties no» in the field. The fiist is at the 
hea'lwa.ers of the dmon river, and the 
second ut th» headwutrrn of the Trnckee 
town. in the hi«h Sterns. These parties 
are locating reservoirs to store the flood 
waters and conduct them oat onto the 
plateaus and plains of Extern California 
and the Mate of Nevada. 
Natnral lakes 


and reseivoir Bites for building dams have 
been selected. Among thest are Douner 
aa.1 Indepenflani-e lakes. The former will 
be increased to four t'lues and the latter to 
three times its present capacity. 
A reser 


voir will bs made out of ihs dam of 'the 
Trackee river above Truekee City, and 
also out of Eigle lake. 
This will give a 


fins water power aud store the vrator for 
such ci IBB as Keno oo the Trnckee. 
By 


building a darn at the outlet of Laka Web- 
ber its capacity for the storage of water 


•will be doubled. 


T3E LITTLK TKCCKBE. 


Two reservoirs bavo beau located on the 


little Truekee, below Lake Webber. 
From 


this v«at:>r can ba turned either into the Si- 
erra valley and all tho adjiceut valleys 
near the line of California and Nevada. 
These reservoirs, together with the Conner 
lake reservcnr, can also supply a large 
amount of water on the plateaus of Ne- 
vada. 
All the surplus water from tbe 


above earned dams and lakes and ihfl 
Truekee river sinks into Pyramid lako. 


Thas tar account has been taken of the 


waters of the Truekee. The Truckea river 
will then be turned ixbove Wadsworth to 
tho plains and plateaus southeast of Wada- 
wortb. 


This will prevent the waters of the 


Trackee from sinking into Pyramid lake. 
There \9 also a tunnel from Lake Taboo to 
the head of the Carson villey, tied a mag- 
nificent reservoir site hw been established 
and located at the head of Hope vu'ley 
canyon, on the west fork of the Carson 
river 
This will havo a surface of five 


miles of water fitly feet in depth. 
In tun 


connection it may be ^tated that Douuer 
lake will be raised twenty feet. 


THE CARSON EIVEB 


On the middle fork of the Carson river 


at Pleasant valley a dam and reservoir have 
been located. Tne latter will have a surface 
of four square miles with an average depth 
of forty feet. 


On the east or mam fork of the Carson 


river, at Silver King canyon and valley, 
there is a reservoir site that will impound 
water in an area of about three square 
mi'es, forty to fifty feet in d>pth. At Wolf 
creek it emptiei into the eust or main folk 
of the Carson near Silver Kiug canyon. 


Hulf a milo above the moutu of Wolf 


creek, at its junction with the east fork of 
the Carton river, another site naa bscn se- 
lected covering two squ»ie miles. 
This 


will locate aud preserve the surplus or 
flood waters of the upper CirsoD, to he 
brought down as required to the main or 
grand reservoir, which has been, located in 
Long valley. 


The dam to complete this grand natural 


land-locked reservoir u located one am 
one-half milfS above Carson valley. It is 
capable of holding six Fqnnra u-iles of wa 
ter with au average cbpth of forty 
ff et 


The waters from tiie vres*. fork or Hope va! 


• 
l»y reservoir will bs conducted to this 
graud ie-iervoir, in Long valley by a ctina 
from Hopa cinvon, thronyli DinniuU'j ant 
Dussb valleys. This i* a di»laDCo cf four 


miles a'uove the city. It will also give an 
ample supply of water for the Careon val- 
ley and for the mills bslow Carson City. 


A DIVEETISQ DAM,' 


In adJiton to the above there will bo a 


diverting dam built at the toll house, one 
mile above Hope canyon on the west fork. 
The object is to duort the water either into 
the Long vuliey canal or nlong the foothills 
at tbe foot of the mountain slopes on the 
west side of the valley. 
It will eitend 


along the valley toward the north, passing 
Sher.din to Genoa. These waters will here 
join the Carson river. 


O90D FOB THE MILLS. 


By storing the water in flood times, not 


only ranches but the mills at Empire, near 
Carson, will have more water than they 
can use. The present proposition is to 
carry the surplus into Cburchill county, 
Nevada, where Borne of the finest lands un- 
der the ann are now languishing for water. 


OTHEE LOCATIONS. 


There are several other excellent loca- 


tions for reservoirs now being carefully 
studied. 
Ooo of these is the Double 


Spring* valley, looitel on the Caraon and 
Bodie roid, about four rolled irom Horse- 
shoa bend, on the Carson river. Tbis val- 
ley has an area of 
two or threo square 


miles. 
Tha water from it cau be conveyed 


either into the east fork, through Antelope, 
Smith or Uason valleys, as may be re- 
quired. 


MB, BHIDOE3 6PEAKS. 


After discussing the whole of this broad 


qneatiOD, Colonel Bridges said: 
"During 


the three months that we hive been in the 
field the prog-ess made has been something 
enormous. 
Nine-tenths of tho \vnter here- 


tofore has got into sinks—Such as tbe Car- 
son and Pyramid. 
Our work is going to 


cbange nil this aad practically revolution- 
ize Nuvada. 
Of one tbuig I am certain, 


and that is that tho population of Nevada 
will be doubled in un exceedingly short 
time."

A PHOTOGRAPHER'S TRIALS. " 


Extravagant Demands on Hl» Skill, Pa- 


tience and Good Nature. 


A photographer meets \vith many 


strange characters and ia a witness of 
many curious incidents. In a recent in- 
formal talk before the-Society of Amateur 
Photographers, Abraham Eogardus, the 
veteran photographer, told a number of 
amusing stories of incidents that hap- 
pened to him in the course of his forty- 
one years' experience in the studio and 
dark room. He prefaced his talk with a 
few sarcastic remarks regarding young 
men who write long screeds in photo- 
graphic papers on how to take photo- 
graphs, whom tho experiences of a single 
day "under the skylight" would cause 
them to wish they had never been born 
He then went on to speak of tho uu- 
reasonablo demands which many sitters 
make. 


"At one time," he ssi<3, "a Jady 


brought three children, two boys and a 
girl, to mo, to have their pictures taken. 
They came all prepared, with a doll for 
the girl and n gun and a hobby horse for 
the boys. Well, there was a row at the 
start. Both boys wanted to mount the 
horse. We got that settled after a rime, 
but only to strike a new tiouble. Of 
course you all know that the nearer to- 
gether you group the objects to be photo- 
graphed the better picture you will get. 
Woll.this woman was a genius in her way; 
she did not want her children grouped 
close together as other people's were, but 
she wanted the little girl taken in tho 
middle of the room and the boys off in 
opposite corners. Of course I told her 
it could not be done, whereupon she 
said: 'Well, Mr. Bogardus, I have always 
been told that you were very accommo- 
dating. I have been to three or four 
photographers and they all told me the 
same thing. I don't seo as you are any 
more accommodating than the rest of 
them.' At another time a man, an Irish- 
man, of course, wanted a carto-de-visite, 
''nd he wanted it 'lifo size.' Some peo- 
l Ic, by the way, never seem to under- 
stand the difference between 'full length' 
and 'life size.' I told him that the plate 
wouldn't hold It. 'Then take it with the 
logs hanging down,' were his instruc- 
tions. Gen. Logan, who used to sit for 
me, did not often joke, but he did occa- 
sionally. He came in one day and saw 
hanging on the wall a picture of a man 
whom be greatly disliked. He turned 
to me and said : 'I seo you take pictures 
of everybody.' 'Yes,' was my answer; 
'that is what I am hero for.' 'I suppose 
you would tako a picture of tho devil if 
you could get him to bit for you.' 'Of 
course. I suppose I could run off a good 
many of them in Washington 1' 'Yes,' 
he replied ; 'that's tho best place in the 
world to sell them.' 


"An old lady onco camo to mo who 


wanted a picture, 'full face, but a little 
three cornered.' I once askocl Dr. Tyng 
if he would not prefer a side view, and 
he replied: 'No, sir. I am an upright 
man. I don't turn to the right or left 
for any man.' But amid all the fun we 
also see some very sad things.

I took 
both their pictures.

satisfied with his, but she did not seem 
exactly pleased with hers, said it was tco 
old. The judge turned to her and re- 
marked: 'Well, mother, if you wanted 
a handsome picture you should have bo- 
gun thirty years ago.' That ssttled it; 
sho had nothing more to say. A lady 
came to me once to rnako an appoint- 
ment for a friend who, she said, was 
very difficult to suit. 
Sho had tried 


dozens of photographers and had never 
been suited. Of course I promised to 
ib the best I could for her. At the ap- 
pointed time the lady came. Sho was 


old, 
and weighed at least 200 pounds. 


Her skin looked like a boiled lobster, and 
she was clad in low neck and short 
sleeves. I did not wonder she wab never 
suited. Well, I did my best, but when 
the picture was made she agreed with 
me perfectly that it did look horrid. Sho 
did not order any of them,"— New York 
Tribune.
